Drnr Fritnd .• We arrived safely at 

Florence, Ala., yeeterdsT at 2 o'clock and after 
walluac oaa mile to tho towa. aa Fioroaea is 
aboat tkat diMaaaa froai tka rhwr, I toaod 
rather a n!>at little place of aboat 10,000 io- 
habilasls. The Confederates were having 
DaeoratioD Day aad thora wu speaking at the 
CoartkoaM aad qaita a laffo crowd is towa. 

Wo fory ooldoa atrlka aaythiag aloog the 
river bat Isndlogs where there are two or 
three hoose* and a coootry store, I bongbt a 
few oappliaa (ioclading a shava) aad found oat 
that tho Staadard Oil Plaat wia oat vhoro oar 
boat wa< liaded. ao I loadad my baadlae op ia 
ay srma aod footed tbe mile, awt<atiiig lilie a 
Nigger at election. I found the Agent to bo 
a yoaag fallow aboat 27 or 28 years old aad 
be aeemad to ba a aloo yoaeg follow. goTo 
bim yoor letter and be waa rary aeeommodat- 
iog to us. 

I need to think tbe Ohio got rongh, but the 
roeghoit daya oa tha Ohio ara Ilka imooth 
oaai oa tho Taaaaaaaa. At BIfartoa, Ala., 
Uncle Sam ia btildfag a aaaal aboat aiao miles 
loog arouod Colbert Sboall. Tho dredge boate 
wara working to boat tha baad as wa cama by, 
aad wo had to eoma ofor tho ahoala, aad, aay, 
we bounced aroond like a chip on the ocean. 
Thi« caoal that wa ere in now ia about fooi- 
teao aiile:) lung and hw about nine Locks and 
Dam* ia it. Wa got throagh Nos 9, 8 and 7 
last night and itayad botvaoa 7 and 6 last 
aigbt. We atartei) out ihia m rnil,^,• in I went 
through Nu. 6, where we now are aoii perhape 
will have to stsy for a while, as thara ia a log 
in the goto, wadgod to that ia alBHMt inpoaaible 
to get it oat, aad oa have to wait oa Uacle 
Sam, or io other wurda the I'nited States (iov 
ernment. Jost got word, however, that they 
wore throagh aad wore pattiag lha walor ia 
tha Look.

We are now about 2C8 miles from Padncah 
and though we hare not had all smooth sailing 
by a whaio lot, wo are haviag tha beat lime j 
tbat we arar had aad ara sorely aejeylag oar- 
nelvea I w:ih that you cniilrl he »ith ua at 
times, so J at otbur timaii 1 am glad tbat yuu 
ara aot, becaone I know that you would not 
no joy part of ihia at all. Aayoao at least 
timid aboat the wator baa no hosiaoas oa the 
Teanessee river. If wa had acme people on 
board it would be impoasible to keep them 
there, for tbey would tbiak that tka boat was 
going to pieees and woold waat to deaort bar.
